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OLD  MAN'S  PLANS 

FOR  HIS  OLD  HORSE 


Victoria’s  oldest  successful  race¬ 
horse  owner  has  made  plans  for  an 
equally  successful  nine-year-old 
equine  to  contest  the  next  Caulfield 
Cup. 

The  owner  is  90-year-old  W.  R. 
Kemball,  and  the  horse  is  Future, 
winner  of  the  recent  Easter  Cup  at 
Caulfield  with  9.4.  Future  won  the 
race  two  years  ago  and  was  second 
to  freak  winner,  Bunratty  Castle,  in 
the  last  Caulfield  Cup.  So  the  plans 
for  the  1969  Caulfield  Cup  are  not 
built  on  straw. 

Mr.  Kemball  is  Australian  born, 
made  a  fortune  in  picture  shows  in 
New  Zealand,  and  returned  to  his 
native  Melbourne  20  years  ago  to 
settle  down  to  the  enjoyment  of  his 
favourite  pastime,  the  sport  of 
kings.  He  planned  shrewdly.  Much 
of  the  money  which  became  due 
from  the  picture  interests,  which 
he  still  holds,  is  spent  on  New  Zea¬ 
land  yearling  purchases  to  race  in 
Victoria.  He  picks  these  well,  too, 
because  his  stable  is  rarely  without 
good  horses  and  in  recent  years  he 
has  had  two  bonanzas.  They  are 
Lord  with  27^  wins,  13  seconds 
and  11  thirds  from  only  80  starts, 
worth  $A1 18,728,  and  Future  16 
wins,  12  seconds,  16  thirds  from 
89  starts  and  $A84,000 

Mr.  Kemball  makes  racing  pay 
without  betting,  and  that  is  why 
Future  started  at  12/1  in  his  Easter 
Cup  success,  despite  a  neck  second 
to  Rain  Lover  at  his  prior  start  in 
the  weight-for-age  Queen  Elizabeth 
Stakes  at  Flemington. 

Lord  mixed  it  with  the  best 
sprinters  of  his  time.  He  won  the 
1959  Futurity  with  10.6,  ran  third 
the  next  year  with  10.7  to  Todman 
conceding  him  five  pounds,  and  the 
following  year  was  second  to  Sky 
High  9.7  conceding  him  a  stone.  At 
the  time  Sky  High  was  Australia’s 
champion  racehorse. 


Future  won  the  1964  Futurity  as 
a  three-year-old  with  8.5.  Since 
then  he  has  been  pitted  against 
every  champion  performer  and  has 
more  than  held  his  own  as  proven 
by  his  16  wins  and  12  seconds. 

To  Mr.Kemball’s  shrewd  finan¬ 
cial  organisation  of  his  turf  in¬ 
terests,  and  the  prowess  of  the 
horses  he  has  picked,  add  the 
skilled  handling  of  his  racehorses 
by  his  private  trainer,  Ken  Hilton. 
He  must  be  a  wizard  to  stand  them 
up  to  the  tough  racing  programmes 
he  gives  them  against  the  best 
rivals  in  the  country. 

The  prize-money  earned  by  these 
Kemball  horses  and  lots  of  other 
moderns  draws  attention  to  what 
sums  the  great  champions  of  the 
past  have  earned  if  racing  stakes 
had  carried  their  present  values. 
Gloaming  earned  $86,000  for  his 
57  wins  and  nine  seconds.  One  of 
his  weight-for-age  contests  in  the 
famous  series  of  four  matches  in 
1922  with  Beauford,  the  Hill  Stakes 
at  Rosehill  was  worth  $948.  Com¬ 
pare  this  with  Rajah  Sahib’s  Cox 
Plate  at  Moonee  Valley,  this  sea¬ 
son’s  richest  weight-for-age  event 
at  $26,500. 

Gloaming’s  Sydney  Derby  was 
worth  $8948.  Randwick’s  last 
classic  three-year-old  event  was 
worth  $41,000. 

It  needs  only  simple  arithmetic 
to  work  out  that  with  stakes  at  least 
now  four  times  bigger  than  they 
were  in  the  past,  Gloaming’s  earn 
ings  would  have  soared  above  the 
$300,000  mark.  Tulloch  with 
$220,247  is  Australia’s  greatest 
stake  winner.  But  even  his  tally 
would  have  been  higher  at  modern 
prize  values.  For  instance,  the  Caul¬ 
field  Cup  he  won  was  worth 
$20,000.  Last  year’s  was  worth 
$41,000.
